(i)  Determination  of  Formula  Retail  Use.  After  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance, 
in  those  areas  in  which  "formula  retail  uses"  are  prohibited,  any  building  permit  application 
determined  by  the  City  to  be  for  a  "formula  retail  use"  that  does  not  identify  the  use  as  a 
"formula  retail  use"  is  incomplete  and  cannot  be  processed  until  the  omission  is  corrected. 
Any  building  permit  approved  after  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance  that  is  determined  by 
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the  City  to  have  been,  at  the  time  of  application,  for  a  "formula  retail  use"  that  did  not  identify 
the  use  as  a  "formula  retail  use"  is  subject  to  revocation  at  any  time 

After  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance,  in  those  areas  in  which  "formula  retail  uses" 
are  subject  to  the  Neighborhood  Commercial  Notification  and  Design  Review  provisions  of 
subsection  (e),  any  building  permit  application  determined  by  the  City  to  be  for  a  "formula 
retail  use"  that  does  not  identify  the  use  as  a  "formula  retail  use"  is  incomplete  and  cannot  be 
processed  until  the  omission  is  corrected.  After  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance,  any 
building  permit  approved  that  is  determined  by  the  City  to  be  for  a  "formula  retail  use"  that 
does  not  identify  the  use  as  a  "formula  retail  use"  must  complete  the  Neighborhood 
Commercial  Notification  and  Design  Review  required  in  subsection  (e).

Sectioc!  2  The  San  Francisco  Park  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  amending  Gection

Sec.  12.12.  FEES  AT  HARDING  PARK  AND  FLEMING  GOLF  COURSES. 

(a)      Greens  Fees.  The  Recreation  and  Park  Commiss'u'';  (the  "Commission")  is 
hereby  authorized  to  charge  greens  fees  at  Harding  Park  and  Fleming  Golf  Courses 
(collectively,  the  "Golf  Courses")  in  the  manner  and  in  conformance  with  the  standards  set 
forth  herein. 

1 .      Target  Revenues.  Greens  fees  shall  be  set  at  such  levels  to  cumulatively 

generate  an  average  minimum  of  $4,278,000.00  annual  revenues  in  2002  dollars  ("Target 
Revenues")  at  the  Golf  Courses  in  the  first  five  fiscal  years  of  operation  fcilov;ing  reopening  of 
the  Golf  Courses  after  renovation  ("Years  1  -  5")  (and  subject  thereafter  to  annual  increases 
in  the  amount  of  increases  in  the  applicable  Consumer  Price  Index  as  described  in  Section 
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12.12(e)  below),  which  amount  shall  be  prorated  if  the  Golf  Courses  reopen  with  less  than  a 
full  fiscal  year  remaining  in  Year  1 .  In  setting  greens  fees  to  achieve  the  Target  Revenues,  it 
shall  be  assumed  that  legal  residents  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  who  hold 
current  and  valid  cards  issued  for  a  fee  by  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department  (the 
"Department")  identifying  them  as  residents  of  the  City  ("Residents")  shall  play  at  least  6&50% 
of  rounds  at  Harding  Park  Golf  Course,  which  represents  historic  levels  of  Resident  play,  and  ^kaf 
no  more  than  an  average  of  76,560  rounds  shall  be  played  each  full  year  at  Harding  Park  Golf 
Course  during  Years  1  -  5  and  no  more  than  64,600  rounds  each  full  year  at  Fleming  Golf 
Course  during  Years  1-5. 

2.  Optional  Discounts.  Greens  fees  at  Harding  Park  Golf  Course  may  be 
discounted  for  weekday  rounds  played  by  either  Residents  or  non-residents,  for  weekday  or 
weekend  rounds  played  by  Resident  junior  or  senior  golfers,  and  for  twilight  rounds  played  by 
either  Residents  or  non-residents.  The  Commission  also  may  establish  discounted  greens 
fees  for  playing  only  the  back  nine  holes  at  Harding  Park  Golf  Course.  Greens  fees  may  be 
discounted  for  certain  non-residents  who  live  within  close  geographic  proximity  to  the  Golf 
Courses  or  who  play  with  Residents  {"Bay  Area  Northern  California  Residents").  If  the 
Commission  approves  a  discounted  rate  for  Bay  Area  Northern  California  Residents,  the 
Commission  shall  set  standards  defining  who  shall  qualify  for  such  discounted  rate  and  shall 
limit  the  number  of  rounds  at  that  discounted  rate  for  Bay  Area  Residents  to  no  more  than  5,000 
annually. 

3.  Optional  Premium  Rates.  In  exchange  for  advance  reserved  tee  times,  non- 
residents may  be  charged  premium  rates  at  Harding  Park  Golf  Course. 

4.  Caps.  Regardless  of  any  discounts  for  certain  subcategories  of  play,  the 
average  cost  per  round  of  Resident  greens  fees  at  Harding  Park  Golf  Course  across  any  and 
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all  subcategories  of  Resident  play  (weekday,  weekend,  senior  and  junior)  fees  shall  not 
exceed  $28  in  Year  1 .  The  average  cost  per  round  of  non-resident  greens  fees  at  Harding 
Park  Golf  Course  across  any  and  all  subcategories  of  non-resident  play  (weekday,  weekend, 
preferred  and  Bay  Area  Resident)  shall  not  exceed  S88  in  Year  1 .  The  average  cost  per 
round  of  Resident  greens  fees  at  Fleming  Golf  Course  across  any  and  all  subcategories  of 
Resident  play  (weekday,  weekend,  senior  and  junior)  shall  not  exceed  SI 3  in  Year  1 .  The 
average  cost  per  round  of  non-resident  greens  fees  at  Fleming  Golf  Course  across  any  and  all 
subcategories  of  non-resident  play  (weekday  and  v/eekend)  shall  not  exceed  S20  in  Year  1. 

5.       Miscellaneous.  Applicable  weekend  greens  fee  rates  shall  be  charged  on 
Fridays,  Saturdays  and  Sundays  and  legal  holidays.  Applicable  v;eekday  rates  apply  on  all 
other  days.  Greens  fees  per  tournament  player  for  playing  in  tournaments,  which  are  defined 
as  a  block  of  tee  time(s)  set  aside  for  any  group  of  16  or  more  golfers,  shall  exceed  the 
highest  greens  fee  that  would  be  charged  to  Residents  playing  on  the  samie  day  of  any 
tournament  and  may  he  set  as  high  as  (he  greens  fees  changed  to  non  residerUs  wifh  advance 
rcscf^'ations,  if  such  a  rale  is  set.  Discount  Resident  greens  fees  shall  not  apply  to  tournament 
play  by  Residents.  Weekend  tournament  greens  fees  shall  be  greater  than  greens  fees 
charged  for  weekday  tournaments.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco:

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 
Section  1.  The  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  adding 
Section  10-100.12,  to  read  as  follows: 

SEC  10-100.12.  AGING  A^D  ADULT  SERVICES  COMMUNITY  LlViyC  FL.\D. 
(a)  Establishment  of  Fund.  The  Ai^ins  and  Adull  Services  Community'  Living  Special  Fund  is 
established  as  a  Category  4  special  fund,  meaning  that  funds  may  be  appropriated,  interest  shall  he 
accumulated  and  that  any  fund  balance  shall  carry  forward  year  to  year.  The  fund  may  be  referred  to 
as  the  "Community  Living  Fund  for  Aging  and  A  dull  Services  ".  The  Community  Living  Fund  for  Aging 
and  Adult  Sei-vices  .^hall  contain  all  monies  appropriated  from  any  lawful  source  for  this  purpose 
pursuant  to  Article  IX  of  the  City  Charter.  Unless  expressly  indicated  in  the  Annual  Appropriation 
Ordinance,  the  funds  appropriated  to  the  Community  Living  Fund  for  Agin2  and  Aduli  Services, 
regardless  of  the  source,  are  noi  intended  to  supplant  any  existing  funding  for  communitv-based  long 
term  care  and  supportive  services. 
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(b)  Use  of  Fund.  Monies  deposited  in  the  fjind  shall  be  expended  for  the  purposes  designated 
by  the  Director  of  the  Department  ofAgins  and  Adult  Services  (DAAS),  as  approved  by  the  Asing  and 
Adult  Services  Commission,  and  after  consideration  of  input  provided  by  the  Health  Department  and 
the  Long  Term  Care  Coordinating  Council.  The  fund  shall  be  used  primarily  for  programs  and 
services,  including  assistance  for  individuals  to  ase  in  place  in  their  own  homes  or  in  assisted  living 
facilities  and  supportive  housing.  Such  programs  and  services  shall  include  those  o  ffered  or  funded  by 
City  agencies  other  than  DAAS.  The  fund  shall  target  those  individuals  currently  placed  in  institutional 
care  who  are  willing  and  able  to  be  discharged  to  community  living  as  well  as  those  individuals  at 
imminent  risk  of  placement  in  institutional  care.  Funding  shall  be  used  for  services  and  programs  that 
enable  an  individual  to  live  independently  in  the  community.  The  fund  would  prioritize  services  where 
funding  is  not  available  through  ahernative  sources  or  programs,  or  those  services  that  may  he  needed 
as  a  bridge  while  alternative  funding  is  secured.  Services  may  include,  but  are  not  limited  to  the 
following:  case  management,  personal  assistance  services  and  homecare,  adult  day  health  and  social 
day  programs,  money  management,  menial  health  and  substance  abuse  services  including  residential 
programs,  24-hour  mental  health  services,  home  health  care,  and  subsidies  for  housing  and  residential 
care.  Eligibility  for  assistance  from  this  fund  shall  be  based  on  independent  needs  assessments 
performed  by  qualified  public  and  private  providers  and  subject  to  the  priorities  set  by  DAAS  through 
the  planning  and  budgeting  process.  Funds  shall  target  low-income  individuals  with  incomes  of  up  to 
300  percent  of  the  federal  poverty  level.  Funding  is  intended  to  increase  and  enhance  services  and 
support  for  individuals  in  a  way  that  is  consumer-centered  and  flexible,  jn  no  event  shall  the  cost  of 
department  staffing  associated  with  the  duties  and  services  associated  with  this  fund  exceed 
15%  (fifteen  percent)  of  the  total  amount  of  the  fund. 

(c)  Administration  of  the  Fund.  The  Director  of  Aging  and  Adult  Services,  or  their  designee, 
shall  administer  the  fund.  An  annual  plan  shall  be  prepared  by  DAAS  and  submitted  to  the  Aging  and 
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Adult  Services  Commission  for  approval  after  a  public  hearing  process  that  includes  input  from  ihc 
Health  Department  and  the  Lona  Term  Care  Coordinating  Council.  Wherever  possible,  the  annual 
plan  will  prioritize  projects  where  providing  fundin^^  is  likely  to  result  in  additional  state,  federal  or 
charitable  dollars. 

Reporting  Requirement.  Six  months  from  the  adoption  of  this  ordinance,.  gQjj 
every  six  months  thereafter.  PASS  shall  report  to  the  Board  of  Suoen/isors  the  level  of  service  ■ 
provided  and  costs  incurred  in  connection  with  the  duties  and  services  associated  with  this 
fund.

Ordinance  amending  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  by  amending  Chapter  10E 
to  delete  some  of  the  data  currently  required  in  the  Planning  Department's  annual 
Downtown  Plan  Monitoring  report  that  details  the  effects  of  downtown  grov;th,  to 
change  the  date  for  submittal  of  the  annual  report  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  to 
include  additional  data  in  the  required  five-year  report. 


Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 
Section  1.  The  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  amending 
Chapter  10E,  to  read  as  follows: 
SEC.  10E.1.  FINDINGS. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  makes  the  following  findings  in  support  of  this  ordinance. 

(a)  The  Planning  Commission  has  adopted  the  Downtown  Plan  as  part  of  the 
General  Plan  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  the  Board  of  Super/isors.  acting 
upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Planning  Commission,  has  adopted  amendments  to  the 
Planning  Code  called  for  in  the  Downtown  Plan. 

(b)  The  focus  of  the  Downtown  Plan  is  to  prevent  development  where  change  would 
diminish  the  City's  character  or  livability  but  to  allow  appropriately  scaled  development  that 
would  further  the  City's  economic,  fiscal  and  social  objectives. 

(c)  The  Downtown  Plan  is  based  on  certain  assessments  about  the  ability  of  the 
City  to  absorb  the  impacts  of  growth  in  downtown  San  Francisco  and  the  desirability  of 
increasing  housing,  ridesharing  and  transit  use  in  light  of  the  anticipated  downtown  growth.

1  I   The  Downtown  Plan  proposes  various  actions  which  should  be  taken  to  achieve  the  following 

2  II   goals:  An  increase  in  the  City's  housing  supply  by  an  average  of  1 ,000  to  1 ,500  new  housing 

3  ;   units  per  year;  and  increase  in  ridesharing  to  a  point  where  the  number  of  persons  commuting 

4  i  by  auto  or  van  rises  from  1 .48  to  1.66  persons  per  vehicle;  and  an  increase  in  the  use  of 

5  transit  by  downtown  workers  from  64  percent  to  70  percent  of  all  work  trips. 

(d)  The  Downtown  Plan  recommends  the  adoption  of  a  formal  process  for 
monitoring  progress  toward  Plan  goals.  This  monitoring  process  is  necessary  to  evaluate  the 
effectiveness  of  the  Plan  and  the  impacts  of  downtown  growth,  and  to  make  any  adjustments 
deemed  appropriate  to  the  controls  described  in  the  Downtown  Plan  or  to  additions  to  the 
City's  infrastructure  and  senaices. 

(e)  The  purpose  of  this  monitoring  system  shall  be  to  determine  whether  the 
infrastructure  and  support  systems  necessary  to  accommodate  the  growth  of  downtown, 
particularly  housing  supply  and  transit  capacity,  have  kept  pace  with  development  in  the  C-3 
Districts.  If  downtown  is  growing  at  a  faster  pace  than  the  necessary  infrastructure  and 
support  systems,  it  may  become  necessary  to  make  further  efforts  to  slow  down  the  pace  of 
development,  or  devise  additional  mechanisms  for  providing  required  infrastructure  and 
support  systems. 

(f)  The  Planning  Department  shall  undertake  a  two-tiered  monitoring  program.  The 
two  tiers  are:  1 )  An  annual  collection  and  reporting  of  data  from  selected  sources  that  are 
gathered  on  a  regular  basis,  and  2)  every  five  years,  a  more  extensive  data  collection  effort 
that  includes  an  analysis  of  Ions-term  policy  indicators  such  as  the  TDR  program,  urban  form  goals, 
any  impact  fee  funds,  and  provides  analysis  of  the  Downtown  Plan's  policy  objectives  a  cordon  count  of 
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downtown  oriented  travel  and  an  employer/employee  surwy.  The  annual  monitoring  should  provide 
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an  early  warning  system  for  trends  that  may  develop,  indicating  a  shortfall  in  the  long  range 
goals 

SEC.  10E.2.  ANNUAL  REPORT. 

The  Planning  Department  shall  prepare  an  annual  report  detailing  the  effects  of 
downtown  growth.  The  report  shall  be  presented  to  the  Board  of  Supenyisors.  Planning 
Commission,  and  Mayor,  and  shall  address:  (1 )  the  extent  of  development  in  the  C-3  Dislncts; 
(2)  the  consequences  of  that  development;  (3)  the  effectiveness  of  the  policies  set  forth  in  the 
Downtown  Plan  in  maintaining  San  Francisco's  environment  and  character;  and  (4) 
recommendations  for  measures  deemed  appropriate  to  deal  with  the  impacts  of  downtown 
growth. 

(a)  Time  Pehod  and  Due  Date.  Reports  shall  be  due  on  March  I5fh  hy  July  I  si  of 
each  year,  and  shall  address  the  immediately  preceding  calendar  year,  except  for  the  five 
year  report,  which  shall  address  the  preceding  five  calendar  years. 

(b)  Data  Source.  The  Planning  Department  shall  assemble  a  data  base  for  1984 
and  subsequent  years  for  the  purpose  of  providing  the  reports.  City  records  shall  be  used 
wherever  possible.  Outside  sources  shall  be  used  when  data  from  such  sources  are  reliable, 
readily  available  and  necessary  in  order  to  supplement  City  records. 

(c)  Categohes  of  Information.  The  following  categohes  of  information  shall  be 
included: 

Commercial  Space  and  Employment. 

(1 )      The  amount  of  office  space  "Completed,"  "Approved,"  and  "Under  Constnjction" 
during  the  preceding  year,  both  within  the  C-3  Distncts  and  elsewhere  in  the  City.  This 
inventory  shall  include  the  location  and  square  footage  (gross  and  net)  of  those  projects,  as 
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A/ell  as  an  estimate  of  the  dates  when  the  space  "Approved"  and  "Under  Construction"  will 
Decome  available  for  occupancy. 

0i  OX  Office  Vacancy  Ratio.  An  estimate  of  the  current  office  vacancy  rate  in  the  C-3 
Districts  and  citywide. 

(3)  Citywide  and  C-3  District  Office  Employment.  An  estimate  of  additional  office 
9mployment,  by  occupation  type,  in  the  C-3  Districts  and  citywide. 

(4)  Tourist  Hotel  Rooms  and  Employment.  An  estimate  of  the  net  increment  or 
tourist  hotel  rooms  and  additional  hotel  employment  in  the  C-3  Districts. 

(5)  Retail  Space  and  Employment.  An  estimate  of  the  net  increment  of  retail  space 
and  of  the  additional  retail  employment  relocation  trends  and  patterns  within  the  City  and  the 
Bay  Area. 

(6)  Business  Formation  and  Relocation.  An  estimate  of  the  rate  of  the  establishment 
of  new  businesses  and  business  and  employment  relocation  trends  and  patterns  within  the 
City  and  the  Bay  Area. 

Housing. 

(7)  Housing  Units  Certified  for  Occupancy.  An  estimate  of  the  number  of  housing 
units  throughout  the  City  newly  constructed,  demolished,  or  converted  to  other  uses. 

(8)  Office  HouGin^  Production  Jobs/Housins  Linkage  Program.  A  summary  of  the 
operation  of  the  Office/Housing  Production  Program  Jobs/Housing  Linkage  Program  (formerly  the 
Office  A  ffordable  Housins  Production  Program)  and  the  Housing  Affordability  Fund,  identifying 
the  number  and  income  mix  of  units  constructed  or  assisted  with  OHPP  these  monies. 

Transportation. 

(9)  Parking  Inventory.  An  estimate  of  the  net  increment  of  off-street  parking  spaces 
approved  in  C-3  Districts. 
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(10)  Vehicle  Occupancy  Rates.  An  estimate  of  vehicle  occupancy  rates  for  vehicles 
in  or  entering  the  City. 

(11)  Transit  Service.  An  estimate  of  transit  vapucUy  rulers  hip  for  peak  penods. 

(12)  Transit  Impact  Fee.  A  summary  of  the  use  of  the  transit  impact  development  fee 
funds,  identifying  (he  mmhcr  of  vehicles,  personnel  ami  facililics  acquired  collected  from 
development. 

Fiscal. 

(13)  Revenues.  An  estimate  of  the  net  increment  of  revenues  by  type  (property  lax. 
business  taxes,  hotel  and  sales  taxes)  from  office,  retail  and  hotel  space. 

(d)      Report.  The  analysis  of  the  factors  under  Commercial  Space  and  Employment 
will  provide  an  estimate  of  the  increase  in  housing  and  transit  demand.  The  comparison  of 
increased  demand  with  the  increase  in  the  supply  of  housing  and  in  transit  vnpacuv  ndership 
will  indicate  the  degree  that  the  City  is  able  to  accommodate  new  development.  Based  on  this 
data,  the  Department  shall  analyze  the  effectiveness  of  City  policies  governing  downtown 
growth  and  shall  recommend  any  additional  measures  deemed  appropriate. 

SEC.  10E.3.  FIVE  YEAR  REPORT. 

On  March  15,  1990,  and  every  fifth  year  thereafter  on  March  1 5'^-/?v  Ju/v  I  si,  the  report 
submitted  shall  address  the  preceding  five  calendar  years  and,  in  addition  to  the  data 
described  above,  shall  include,  as  deemed  appropnaie,  a  cordon  count  of  downtown  ohented 
travel  and  an  employer/employee  suPv^ey.  as  well  as  cwd  any  other  information  4eef«et} 
1  appropriate  necessan>  for  the  purpose  of  monitoring  the  impact  of  downtown  development.  The 
five-year  report  shall  monitor  long-term  policy  indicators  such  as  the  TDR  program,  urban  form  goab. 
any  impact  fee  funds,  and  provide  analysis  of  the  Downtown  Plan's  policy-  objectives.  If  the  Planning 
Department  determines  that  early  warnings  from  the  annual  reports  indicate  the  need  for 
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collection  of     ^Lcordon  count  and  employer/employee  survey  earlier  than  at  five  year 
ntervals,  it  may  include  such  data  in  any  annual  report,  and  may  include  an  analysis  of  data 
or  a  period  of  time  earlier  than  the  preceding  calendar  year. 
SEC.  10E.4.  INFORMATION  TO  BE  FURNISHED. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  heads  of  all  departments,  offices,  commissions,  bureaus  and 
jivisions  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  upon  request  by  the  Planning  Department, 
:o  furnish  such  information  as  they  may  have  or  be  able  to  obtain  relating  to  the  matters  to  be 
ncluded  in  the  reports  required  herein.

LGeneral  Advertising  Signs  -  Fees.] 

Ordinance  amending  the  Planning  Code  to  add  Section  358  to  establish  fees  for 
Planning  Department  processing  and  review  of  General  Advertising  Sign  Inventories, 
annual  Inventory  maintenance,  Relocation  Agreements,  and  in-lieu  applications  and  to 
provide  for  annual  adjustment  of  said  fees;  amending  Section  604.2  to  cross  reference 
these  fees;  and  adopting  findings  including  environmental  findings  and  findings  of 
consistency  with  the  General  Plan  and  the  Priority  Policies  of  Planning  Code  Section 


Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 
Section  1 .  Findings. 

(a)  The  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  that  this  ordinance  will  serve  the  public 
convenience  and  welfare  in  that  it  provides  for  a  mechanism  to  implement  the  intent  of  the 
voters  in  enacting  Proposition  G  and  for  the  additional  reasons  set  forth  in  Planning 
Commission  Resolution  No.  17224  recommending  approval  of  this  Planning  Code 
amendment,  which  reasons  are  incorporated  herein  by  this  reference.  A  copy  of  said 
resolution  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  Board  File  No 

060849  . 

(b)  Pursuant  to  Planning  Code  Section  101 .1,  this  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  that  this 
ordinance  is  consistent  with  the  Priority  Policies  of  Planning  Code  Section  101.1(b)  and  with 
the  City's  General  Plan  and  hereby  adopts  and  incorporates  herein  oy  reference  the  findings 
of  the  Planning  Commission,  as  set  forth  in  Commission  Resolution  No.  17224.

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(c)  The  Planning  Department  has  deternnined  that  the  actions  contemplated  in  this 
Ordinance  are  in  compliance  with  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  (California  Public 
Resources  Code  sections  21000  et  seq.)-  Said  determination  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.    Q608A9  and  is  incorporated  herein  by  reference. 

Section  2.  The  San  Francisco  Planning  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  Section 
358  to  read  as  follows: 

SEC.  358.  GENERAL  AD  VER  TISING  SIGNS  FEES. 

(a)  The  fee  for  the  relocation  agreement  application  pursuant  to  Section  611  and 
Administrative  Code  Section  2.21  shall  be  $1.000.00  per  individual  relocation  agreement  application. 

(h)  The  fee  for  the  initial  inventory  processing  pursuant  to  Section  604.2  shall  be  $560.00  per 
sign  structure. 

(c)  Tire  fee  for  an  in-lieu  application  pursuant  to  Section  604. 1  shall  be  $320. 00  per  si2n 
structure. 

(d)  The  fee  for  annual  inventory  maintenance  pursuant  to  Section  604.2  shall  be  $48.00. 

(e)  Fee  Review  and  Adjustment.  Beginning  with  fiscal  year  2007-2008,  the  fees  established  in 
this  Section  may  be  adjusted  each  year,  without  further  action  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  to  reflect 
chanses  in  the  relevant  Consumer  Price  Index,  as  determined  by  the  Controller.  No  later  than  April 
15th  of  each  year,  the  Director  shall  submit  the  Department's  current  fees  schedule  to  the  Controller, 
who  shall  apply  the  price  index  adjustment  to  produce  a  new  fee  schedule  for  the  following  year.  No 
later  than  May  15th  of  each  year,  the  Controller  shall  file  a  report  with  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
reporting  the  new  fee  schedule  and  certifying  that:  (a)  the  fees  produce  su  fficient  revenue  to  support  the 
costs  of  providing  the  services  for  which  the  fee  is  charged  and  (b)  the  fees  do  not  produce  revenue  that 
exceeds  the  costs  of  providing  the  services  for  which  each  permit  fee  is  charged.  Notwithstanding  the 
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ordinance  at  any  time. 

Section  3.  The  San  Francisco  Planning  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  amending  Section 
604.2  to  read  as  follows: 

SEC.  604.2  GENERAL  ADVERTISING  SIGN  INVENTORIES. 

(a)  Submission  of  Initial  Sign  Inventor/.  Within  60  days  of  the  effective  date  of  this 
Section,  any  general  advertising  sign  company  that  owns  a  general  advertising  sign  located  in 
the  City  shall  submit  to  the  Department  a  current,  accurate,  and  complete  inventory  of  its 
general  advertising  signs  together  with  the  inventory  processing  fee  required  by  subsection  (f) 
below.  Any  general  advertising  company  that  commences  ownership  of  one  or  more  general 
advertising  signs  located  in  the  City  after  the  effective  date  of  this  Section  shall  submit  an 
inventory  together  with  the  inventor/  processing  fee  within  60  days  after  its  commences  such 
ownership  whether  or  not  the  signs  on  the  inventory  have  previously  been  reviewed  by  the 
Department  in  its  review  of  the  inventory  of  a  previous  owner. 

(b)  All  Signs  to  be  Included  in  the  Inventory;  Inclusion  Not  Evidence  of  Legality. 
The  inventory  shall  identify  all  general  advertising  signs  located  within  the  City  that  the 
general  advertising  company  owns  and/or  operates  under  a  lease,  license  or  other  agreement 
whether  or  not  those  signs  can  be  proved  to  be  lawfully  existing.  Inclusion  of  a  sign  on  the 
inventory  shall  not  be  considered  evidence  that  a  sign  is  lawfully  existing. 

For  purposes  of  this  Section,  a  "general  advertising  sign  company"  shall  mean  an  entity 
that  owns  a  general  advertising  sign  structure,  as  distinguished  from  the  person  or  entity  that 
owns  the  property  on  which  the  sign  is  located. 
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(c)      The  initial  sign  inventory  required  by  subsection  (a)  above  shall  include  a  site 
map  that  shows  the  location  of  all  signs  identified  in  the  inventory,  and  shall  provide  the 
following  information  for  each  sign: 

(1 )  the  location  of  the  sign  by  street  address  by  block  and  lot,  and  by  nearest 
intersection; 

(2)  a  photograph  of  the  sign  in  its  existing  location  on  the  lot,  specifically  identifying 
the  sign; 

(3)  the  date  of  original  erection  or  installation  of  the  sign,  if  known; 

(4)  the  permit  number  or  in-lieu  identifying  number  issued  by  the  Department 
pursuant  to  Section  604.1(c)  of  this  Code; 

(5)  the  approved  and  existing  area,  dimensions,  height,  and  any  other  special 
features  of  the  sign  such  as  illumination  or  movement; 

(6)  the  type  of  sign,  as  defined  in  Section  602  of  this  Code; 

(7)  evidence  that  the  sign  has  not  been  removed  and  still  exists  at  the  authorized 
location,  and  that  the  sign  company  is  the  owner  of  the  sign  structure; 

(8)  permit  number  and,  in  the  case  of  subsequent  modifications  of  the  sign, 
including,  but  not  limited  to,  illumination,  permit  application  number  or  permit  number; 

(9)  evidence  that  the  sign  still  is  in  use  for  general  advertising;  and 

(1 0)  information,  if  known,  whether  the  sign  had  a  prior  use  as  a  non-general 
advertising  sign,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  a  business  sign  or  exempt  sign,  and  the  duration 
of  such  prior  use. 

(d)     Affidavit.  The  general  advertising  sign  company  shall  submit  with  the  inventory 
an  affidavit  signed  under  penalty  of  perjury  by  a  duly  authorized  officer  or  owner  of  the  sign 
company  stating  that: 
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(1)  the  sign  inventory  and  site  map  are  current,  accurate,  and  complete  to  the  best 
□f  his  or  her  knowledge; 

(2)  the  officer  or  owner  believes,  after  the  exercise  of  reasonable  and  prudent 
inquiry,  that  all  signs  on  the  inventory  have  been  erected  or  installed  with  an  appropriate  City 
permit  or  have  an  in-lieu  identifying  number  granted  by  the  Director  of  Planning; 

(3)  the  general  advertising  sign  company  is  the  owner  of  all  sign  structures  listed  on 
the  inventory. 

(e)  Inventory  Update.  Any  general  advertising  sign  company  that  has  submitted  an 
initial  sign  inventory  pursuant  to  subsection  (a)  above  shall  be  responsible  for  keeping  ils 
inventory  updated  by  reporting  in  writing  to  the  Department  the  sale  or  removal  of  any  general 
advertising  sign  identified  in  the  inventory,  the  purchase  of  a  sign  from  another  sign  company 
or  owner,  or  the  relocation  of  a  sign  pursuant  to  a  Relocation  Agreement  and  conditional  use 
authorization.  Such  reporting  to  the  Department  shall  be  made  within  30  days  of  the  actual 
sale,  removal,  purchase,  or  relocation  of  the  sign.  The  fee  charged  to  a  sign  company  for  an 
update  to  its  initial  sign  inventory  shall  be  the  fee  per  sign  structure  set  forth  in  Section  358  of 
this  Code. 

(f)  Inventory  Processing  Fee.  With  the  submission  of  the  initial  sign  inventory 
required  by  subsection  (a)  above,  the  general  advertising  sign  company  shall  pay  the 
inventory  processing  fee  set  forth  in  Section  358  of  this  Code.  After  payment  of  this  uutial 
inventory  processing  fee,  the  general  aclveriisins:  sio^n  company  shall  annually  pay  an  in\entor\ 
maintenance  fee  as  set  forth  in  Section  358.  The  Department  shall  use  this-the  inventory  processing 
fee  solely  for  the  following  purposes: 

(1 )  to  compensate  the  Department  for  its  costs  in  verifying  that  the  signs  identified 
in  the  corresponding  inventory  are  lawfully  existing; 
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(2)      to  obtain  removal,  through  abatement  actions  or  other  code  enforcement 
activities,  of  any  signs  included  on  the  inventory  that  the  Department  detemnines  to  be  existing 
illegally. 

(g)      Departmental  Notification  of  Failure  to  Submit  Complete  Inventories.  The 
Department  shall  notify  in  writing  those  sign  companies  that  have  not  submitted  or  have 
submitted  incomplete  sign  inventories,  or  have  not  timely  submitted  an  inventory  update. 

(1 )  Within  30  days  of  the  date  of  notification  provided  under  subsection  (g),  the  sign 
company  shall  submit  a  complete  inventory  w\h  the  inventory  processing  fee  and  a  penalty  of 
$580  per  sign  for  those  signs  that  were  not  identified  or  those  improperly  identified. 

(2)  If  the  sign  company  fails  to  submit  the  complete  inventory  with  the  processing 
fee  and  full  penalty  amount  provided  in  subsection  (g)(1),  then,  within  60  days  of  the  date  of 
notification  provided  under  subsection  (g),  the  penalty  will  increase  to  $1 ,160  per  sign  for . 
those  signs  that  were  not  identified  or  those  improperly  identified. 

(3)  Any  penalties  assessed  pursuant  to  subsections  (g)(1 )  and  (2)  above,  are 
appealable  to  the  Board  of  Appeals. 

(4)  The  Board  of  Appeals,  in  reviewing  the  appeal  of  the  penalty  assessed  may 
reduce  the  amount  of  the  penalty  if  the  Board  of  Appeals  finds  that  the  sign  owner:  (i)  was  not 
properly  notified  or  (ii)  had  previously  submitted  a  sign  inventory  that  included  the  signs  for 
which  the  penalty  was  assessed.  The  Board  of  Appeals  also  may  reduce  the  am.ount  of  the 
penalty  if  it  finds  that  any  action  on  the  part  of  the  Department  resulted  an  Improper 
assessment  of  the  penalty  charge. 

(5)  If  the  sign  company  fails  to  submit  the  full  penalty  amount  assessed  pursuant  to 
subsections  (g)(1)  and  (2)  or  as  modified  by  the  Board  of  Appeals  pursuant  to  subsections 
(g)(3)  and  (4),  the  Planning  Department  shall  request  the  City's  Treasurer/Tax  Collector  to

Dursue  the  outstanding  penalties  after  90  days  of  the  date  of  notification  provided  under 
subsection  (g). 

(6)      All  penalty  revenues  received  shall  be  deposited  in  the  Code  Enforcement  Fund. 

(h)      The  Department  shall  submit  to  the  Commission  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
an  annual  report  that  includes:  (i)  annual  revenues  from  the  inventory  processing  fee.  annual 
nventory  maintenance  fee,  in-lieu  application  fee,  and  the  relocation  agreement  application 
fee,  (ii)  annual  expenditures  for  the  sign  inventor/  program,  and  (lii)  a  progress  report  on  the 
number  of  general  advertising  signs  verified  in  the  sign  inventory;  in-lieu  requests;  and  code 
enforcement  actions  for  general  advertising  signs  processing,  backlog,  and  abatement 
actions.
